director for the F. B. I. 

In a simultaneous announce- 
ment, F. B. I. Chief J. Edgar 
Hoover said in Washington that 
the Gestapo had instructed Bahr 
in the art of spying as well as in 
writing with invisible inks, and 
had given him various addresses 
in Spain, Switzerland and South 
America where he was to send the 
reports of his activities. 

Hoover said $7000 in United 
States currency found on Bahr 
was to be used for his transporta- 
tion, for obtaining military infor- 
mation and for “the loosening of 
tongues.” 

Foxworth said Bahr had been 
furnished with a resume of the 
history of a Jewish family which 
no longer could be traced so that 
if the money were found on Bahr, 
he could say the family gave it 
to him to smuggle out of Germany. 

The F. B. I. said Bahr was born 
in Klosperfelde, Germany, Aug. 27, 
1913, and came to the United 
States with his family in 1926, liv- 
ing in Buffalo. He went to Ger- 
many in 1938 as an exchange stu- 
dent and studied at a technical 
school at Hanover, where he re- 
ceived a degree.

English Submarine Sinks

CAIRO, July 10 (AP).—British

Erwin Rommel’s armored southern 
flank back toward the sea today 
while United States bombers and 
British submarines sought to cut 
J Mediterranean supply line.

The British maneuver apparently 
was a continuation of the sallies 
which hard-hitting armored patrols 
have been carrying out daily to 
keep Rommel on the defensive and 
thereby postpone a showdown in 
the battle for Egypt.

Air Attacks. 

Allied bombers and fighter- 
bombers, meanwhile, were report- 
ed to be blasting at the tenuous 
Axis lines of communication and 
were credited with destroying more 
than 50 enemy transport vehicles 
in one assault. 

United States heavy bombers, 
participating in the R. A. F.. op- 
erations, ranged over the Mediter- 
ranean in search of Axis supply 
ships and shot. down two enemy 
fighters which attempted to inter- 
cept them, British headquarters 
said.

The Navy reported today that Ad- 
miral Chester W. Nimitz, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Pacific 
Fleet, recently “escaped serious in- 


jury” in an airplane crash on the 
West Coast which cost the life of 
the plane’s co-pilot. 

Admiral Nimitz, normally in the 
Hawaiian area, was on the main- 
land to meet Admiral Ernest J. 
King, commander-in-chief of the 
United States Fleet, and_ receive 
from him the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Medal for his conduct of naval 
operations against the Japanese, 
particularly the Coral Sea and Mid- 
way actions. 

The plane crash in which his life 
apparently was gravely endangered 
occurred, the Navy said, “at an 
airfield’ at a West Ccast port of 
the United States.” é 

The co-pilot. killed was Lieut. 
Thomas Morton Roscoe, 29 years 
old, of Oakland, Cal. His wife 
survives. 

The Navy said that several pas- 
sengers were “slightly injured” and 
described Nimitz’s injuries as mi- 
nor and insufficient to cause any 
interruption of his journey. 

Nimitz, 57, who has been com- 
mander-in-chief' .of the Pacific 
Fleet. since the relief from that as- 
signment of Admiral Husband E. 
Kimmel, received this citation 
from King: 

“For -exceptionally meritorious 
servic as commander-in-chief, 
Unit States Pacific Fleet. In 
that position of great responsibil- 
ity he exercised sound judgment 
and decision in. his. employment 
and disposition of units of the 
Pacific Fleet during the period 
immediately following our entry 
into war with Japan. His conduct 
of the operations of the Pacific 
Fleet, resulting in. successful ac- 
tions against the enemy in the

By HENRY C. CASSIDY 
MOSCOW, July 10 (AP).—Ger- 
man tank forces which crossed the 
Upper Don drove into the Soviet 
defenses before Voronezh today, 
while 100 miles to the south a sec- 
ond furious battle raged at the 
approaches to Rossosh where re- 
inforced Nazi troops had driven a 
new salient 90 miles into the Rus- 
sian line. 

Red Star, organ of the Soviet 
Army, said conditions west of 
Voronezh were becoming “more 
complicated” and those near Ros- 
sosh “very difficult” with combat. 
close to the city. 

Voronezh, on the main Moscow- 


Rostov railway, is a key link be- 
tween the Russian northern and 
southern armies. Rossosh is on 
the same line, 150 miles east of 
Kharkov, the old steel center con- 
verted by the Germans into their 
headquarters for the southern 
front. 

Reds Still at Flank. 
An important Red Army counter- 
pattack designed to relieve pressure 
on Voronezh was reported to be 
threatening the German flank, 
and Red Star said “stubborn bat- 
tles there may have a serious in- 
fluence over the position near 
Voronezh.” 

It was not disclosed whether 
this counterattack was in the Orel 
sector 165 miles northwest of 
Voronezh where the Germans have 
reported Russian troops on the 
offensive. 

(The German high command, in 
‘words similar to yesterday’s com- 
munique, said Soviet forces were 
in retreat and were being pursued 
on a broad front in the south. It 
reported Russian attacks to re 
lieve pressure northwest of Voro- 
nezh had failed with heavy losses.) 
Volga manufacturing centers 
and Caucasus oil were described 
officially as the Nazi goals by Red 
Star in an exhortation to Soviet 
soldiers to hold their ground at 
any cost. 

“Not one more step backward,” 
the newspaper urged. “We can- 
not afford to yield another yard 
of Soviet soil.” 

Russian Tanks Battle Invaders. 
Soviet tanks, leading an attack,

Chaisson, 38 years old, an em- 
ploye of Fraser-Brace Engineering 
Co., which has the Government 
contract for the. construction of 
buildings at the TNT plant, was 
arrested late yesterday on a war- 
rant filed by United States District 
Attorney Harry C. Blanton. He 
was questioned for three hours last 
night in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation office. 

F. B. I. agents described him as 
a “domineering” boss who forced 
some of the 2500 men working un- 
der him to pick berries, fruit and 
vegetables for him while they were 
supposed to be working for the 
Government. They also charged 
that he stole pipe, pipe fittings, a 
sink and mason jars from the Gov- 
ernment storerooms on the TNT 
plant area. 

Inquiry Still Going On. 

The full amount of the alleged 
fraud and theft has not yet been 
determined, Blanton said, because 
the case is still under investiga- 
tion by the F. B. I. Chaisson, how- 
ever, was alleged to have been pad- 
ding pay rolls and taking property 
from the plant since early last 
year. 

Blanton’s complaint alleges that 
one employe of Fraser-Brace told 
investigators that he spent 90 per 
cent of his time gathering berries, 
peaches and apples for Chaisson 
from the farms that make up the 
TNT site. This employe also ob- 
tained mason jars. He said he 
took the fruit and the jars to Chais- 
son’s home where the construction 
superintendent’s wife canned the 
produce, 

Another employe, the complaint 
set forth, told of how Chaisson 
“bullied” his men into crap games, 
usually on payday, and very often 
won, 

One of these games, it was 
charged, continued for three days, 
and Chaisson won $327, Other 
games were held during working 
hours in his officé, A lookout was 
posted to warn the players of an 
approaching Army inspector. 

The construction superintendent 
apparently had henchmen through- 
out the plant, the complaint went 
on. These henchmen allegedly 
threatened employes with dismis- 
sal if they refused to buy tickets, 
at $1 each, to a dance in St. 
Charles. ; 

Personal Work Alleged. 

The theft charges grew out of 
Chaisson’s alleged acquisition of 
fruits, vegetables and plumbing 
equipment. One of his workmen 
told of digging potatoes which he 
took to Chaisson’s home in the 
plant area. Another told of re-

intendent that he remove an elec- 
tric pump from the area and sell 
it, the two to split the proceeds. 

Blanton’s complaint names only 
two employes charged specifically 
with doing personal work for 
Chaisson while they were being 
paid by the Government, They are 
William W. Hake and Alfred E. 
Potter. Blanton, however, said 
there were others. On the dates 
that Hake and Potter picked ber- 
ries, or peaches, or dug potatoes 
for Chaisson they are listed on 
pay roll reports as having been 
working for the United States by 
virtue of being employes of the 
Fraser-Brace firm which holds a 
Government contract for construc- 
tion at ‘the TNT plant. 

Chaisson, agents say, is a Ca- 
nadian citizen. His salary with 
Fraser-Brace was $500 a month. 
He was preparing to move to Ten- 
nessee for another job for the en- 
gineering firm when he was ar- 
rested,

Poll Indicate ‘We Are

This problem does 
not appear too difficult.”

ty, where Weaver resides, or coun- 
ties adjoining Greene. The At-

The British patrols have been:

WARDHA, July 10.—Weak and 
tired from the heat and overwork, 


Mohandas K. Gandhi nevertheless 
is sitting daily with the working 
committee of the Indian National 
Congress as it proceeds with the 
task of drafting a program and 
resolutions which will herald a new 
nationalist movement in this 
country. . 

Delegates told me after yester- 
day's deliberations it would not be 
until late today, or perhaps even 
Saturday, that the committee could 
complete its work and announce 
the nature of the movement it in- 
tends to inaugurate. In the mean- 
time, Gandhi's health, which has 
weakened perceptibly in recent 
weeks, is a source of concern to 
his disciples. The doctor who ex- 
amined’ him yesterday found him 
suffering from exhaustion. | 

While stating that there was no 
cause for anxiety, he advised com- 
plete rest for two weeks. 

Loses Weight. . 

I saw Gandhi emerge from: the 
meeting today on the arm of Jawa- 
harial Nehru. It ‘was apparent that 
he had sacrificed several of his 
normal 98 pounds under the strain 
not only of tremendous responsi- 
bilities but the terrific heat of the 
Indian summer which recently 
reached 120 degrees. However, his 
friends say that despite his 73 
years he has lost none of his nim- 
bleness of wit and quickness of de- 
cision. 

Attending the meetings of the 
the conference’s standing commit- 
tee is an experience of simplicity 
and humility even for committee 
members, several of whom are 
wealthy and accustomed to fine 
automobiles, air conditioning and 
other luxuries which Gandhi 
: scorns. The delegates live under 
4 crowded conditions in the Con- 
, gress Hotel on the outskirts of this 
backwater town, and each after- 
noon are obliged to make a five- 
mile pilgrimage in horse-drawn 
carts to the village where Gandhi 
makes his home and which is the 
headquarters for the discussions.

his views and debate the issues.

She 
has just returned from Orissa 
where, as Gandhi’s delegate, she 
served as mediator in disputes be- 
tween authorities and the peasants. 

Though the delegates were dis- 
inclined to discuss the nature of 
their contemplated move, it is clear 
from informal remarks that they 
have made up their minds to set- 
tle accounts with the British be- 
fore taking the lead in organizing 
* united Indian front against Axis 
aggression. 

How the Congress leaders ration- 
alized this attitude to make it har- 
monize with their professed oppo- 
sition to Japanese and German 
aspirations makes an interesting 
study in Indian thought procegses. 
The clearest and most passionate 
exposition of Congress views is 
given by Nehru, Gandhi's right- 
hand man.

“Our task,” said Nehru, “is to 
develop a spirit of non-submission 
among our people to Jap and 
German aggression.

Britain would have been lost 
too if Mr, Churchill had accepted 
the paper calculations, if Mr. 
Roosevelt had listened to the ex- 


ly that Brtiain was lost. 


The same over-objective experts 
were equally certain in 1941 that 
the panzers would go through. Rus- 


that the Soviet Government would 
collapse. We are now hearing from 
them again, this time about what 
is going to happen if all resistance 
collapses everywhere and the Axis 
powers attain all their strategic 
objectives. 


The trouble with this kind of 
thinking is that in the laudable de- 
sire not to indulge in wishful 
thinking, these prophecies leave 
out of account, when they do not 
actually destroy, the capacity of 
men to think wilfully. 


The false professionalism of the 
French Generals caused the total- 
ly unnecessary surrender of the 
dominant Allied position in the 
Mediterranean. The false profes- 
sionalism of some of our experts, 
if they had heen listened to in 
1940, would have caused us to deny 
to Britain that small tangible as- 
sistance and that hope of greater 
assistance which were certainly 
one of the decisive military fac- 
tors in the battle of Britain. The 
same false professionalism would 
in 1941 have caused us to abandon 
Russia. Let us not be misled by 
it now as the tide of battle mounts 
to its climax for this year. 


ECESSARY as it is to calcu- 
late the position and the pros- 
pects and all the possible even- 
tualities, there is no way in a war 
of these dimensions, as there is in 
war games played by academic 
militarists, to prophesy what is 
going to happen by making an in- 
ventory of tangible assets and lia- 
bilities. In the autumn of 1940 
and in the autumn of 1941 the 
actual position was wholly unlike 
that which the calculators had pre- 
dicted. They could not calculate, 
because these things cannot be 
measured quantitatively, the qual- 
ity of men and their commanders 
and their weapons and of the péo- 
ple behind them, 


Yet war, as distinguished from a 
war game, is not a game of chess 
but conflict of wills. By what 
calculation could it have been fore- 
told that at Midway our flyers 
would get through to the carriers 
though nine out of ten in oné wave 
of the attack were lost in the at- 
tempt?

T is with this philosophy that 
we must reject as half truths, 
and therefore vitally false, the 
vast panoramas of disaster which 
are being offered to us as the pos- 
sible probabilities of a great junc- 
tion of Japan and Germany 
through China, Russia, India, the 
Middle East and Africa. 


Whether all this is conceivable 
depends in part, perhaps even 
finally, upon whether the people 
of the United Nations become fa- 
talistically resigned. to the idea or 
whether they are invincibly op- 
posed to it. For whether men live 
or die when they are ill depends 
not only upon the doctors, the 
nurses, and the medicines but on 
whether they have the will to live. 


Yet no one has ever weighed the 
will to live in a laboratory, and no 
one of. us who writes comment on 
the progress of the war should 
ever forget that an “objectivity” 
about tanks, supply lines, tactics 
and geography can be, if it leaves 
out the will to live and the will to 
win, destructive of the will to live 
and the will to win.

JF IS only a couple of hours’ drive from Alexandria to the front

there are parts which are much 


worse because the sand is so soft that vehicles get stuck easily 


and unstuck “with difficulty. 
We cross the Alexandria-Tobruk 


railroad track and -head south to /%¢ 


the ridge, then climb up and fol- 
low the ridge’s backbone westward. 
The artillery is active. We hear 
a booming ahead of us. We pass 
stationary trucks, dispersed over 
the landscape, and note men dig- 
ging slit trenches or sitting around 
Bofors guns. Bofors, these days, 
have their long barrels mostly hor- 
izontal because they can be used 
against tanks as well as against 
planes and the planes overhead are 
nearly always ours, 

As we drive westward along the 
ridge we notice bare-chested tin- 
hatted soldiers looking up into the 
sky, shading’ their eyes against 
the sun. There are planes around 
but they are ours. The men who 
were in Belgium, Holland, Greece 
and Crete enjoy this situation no 
end. Last year’s bitter query, 
“Where is the Royal Air Force?” 
is not heard in this campaign. 
The R. A. F. is right here and 
then some—The South African Air 
Force, the Royal Australian Air 
Force and at night United States 
Army Air Force bombers, 


Picture of Front. 

We come to a unit headquarters 
and go inside an armored vehicle 
ouffitted as an office, to get the 
dope. An officer shows us the 
setup on the map. From El Ala- 
mein, a box on the coast, the po- 
sitions run southward, then curve 
around westward, just north of the 
Qattara depression. On the coast 
the front is stable. Then, on this 
ridge, what is left of the tanks 
of both sides are sitting around 
watching one another.

Shells Overhead. 


We go on then; we have to leave 
our car and go the rest of the way 
on foot. British guns on our left 
are blazing away; orange flashes 
leap out of the desert where, un- 
less you knew where to look, you 
would not know there were guns. 
We hear shells whirling overhead 
and in the west we see black 
plumes of smoke where they burst. 


Just now the enemy’s guns are 
not shelling back, so the tempta- 
tion to. go up to the next rise in 
ground to have a look is stronger 
than it would be otherwise. This 
new place is the artillery’s ob- 
servation post—a couple of men 
sit in an armored car with ear- 
phones on their ears and they 
speak into the mouthpieces slung 
around their necks, telling the 
gunners how they are doing. 

The view is good; we can see 
far westward and northward, and 
the thin blue line that we see on 
the northern horizon is the Medi- 
terranean.

Had he chosen 
to do so, Mr. Dirksen might have made his list 
of indictments many times as long as the one he 
compiled and he might have included others much 
more intemperate. ‘ 
But the fact that Congress has heen the object 


| of sharp criticism from the early days of the Repub- 


lic should not be taken to mean that criticising 
Congress is just a national habit.. Certainly it does 


not mean that all the criticism has been without- 


cause, There has been unbridled and unfair denun- 
ciation, much of it partisan, and there has also been 
sound, needed opposition to mistaken decisions and 
policies. 

With a little forethought, Congress could have 
spared itself most of the current criticisms. It 
brought its members under an ill-timed Government 
benefits on pension system as the country went. 
to war. The result was the “bundles for Congress” 
ridicule and a humiliating reversal under fire. It 
gave its members gasoline X cards and another 
furor broke out. 

It ducked and dodged around on price control 
and other measures to head off inflation. . It has 
placed obstacles in the. path of OPA. It dallied 
with the revenue bill, thus costing the Treasury 
many millions of dollars needed to wage the war. 
It has responded to special farm interests and other 
pressure groups to the detriment of the nation as 
When partisanship has no possible ex- 
cuse, it has been frankly partisan as when the Sen- 
ate put Boss Hague’s man on the Federal bench by 
an almost straight party vote. 

These and other items in the recent record are 
as true as is the intemperateness of many of the 
criticisms which Mr. Dirksen found a century ago. 
A historical recital does not in any way diminish 
their seriousness. On the other hand, a review of 
our history can only remind us that never before 


have the American people faced so grim a prospect 


as that which confronts them today. 

In such a time, the people have great need for 
Congress. Congress, especially the House of Repre- 
sentatives, is the part of their Government closest 
to them. They rely on it to keep watch for them on 
national policies. They are counting on the Truman 


committee to eliminate costly delays and bureaucratic 


obstacles, as well as contract profiteering in war pro- 
duction. They expect the Tolan Committee on In- 
dustrial Migration to provide the means for reducing 
domestic dislocations. They feel that it was from 
the House Naval Committee alone that they had 
the truth about the loss of the Normandie. And 
s0 On. 

Congress should look to its own prestige. It should 
guard jealously its opportunity to serve democracy 
in this hour of severest test. Not to do so is to play 
into the hands of those groups—some of them vicious 
and subversive—who seek deliberately to belittle 
Congress. . 

Our Senators and Representatives need our criti- 
cism just as the rest of our Government needs their 
criticism. Congress will not be undone by honest, 
frank protests from the people against policies which 
are neither representative nor sound. On the con- 
trary, it will be strengthened by such criticism. 

History does furnish the lesson. As Mr. Dirksen 
concluded: Let Congress “be diligent in and devoted 
to the public business.”

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VICTORY IS NOT “IN THE BAG.” 

The war will probably end this year; if not, it 
will certainly be won. in 1943, says Chairman May 
of the House Military Affairs Committee, There- 
fore, he adds, it will not become necessary to draft 
young men of 18 and 19, or older men who are 
married. — 

May explains that his cocksure prediction is 
based on a “military secret.” It is, of course, im- 
possible. to question a secret, but no competent ob- 
servers have made any predictions as optimistic as 
his. On the basis of the communiques, such high 
expectations seem extremely doubtful. 

However, no matter what special knowledge the 
gentleman from Kentucky may have, the wisdom of 
a public statement of this sort is questionable. It 
may contribute to a let-down in the war effort. A 
factory-owner may say to himself that there is no 
point in converting his plant because the fighting 
is likely to be over before he can supply any muni- 
tions. A man who is thinking about enMsting may 
decide against it on the theory that the armistice 
might be signed even before he completes his train- 
ing. A housewife contemplating revisions in her 
budget for the purpose of buying more bonds may 
decide that it would be-a useless sacrifice. It is

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MARTIN DIES APOLOGIZES. 

After being named the defendant in a $75,000 
libel suit, Representative Dies of Texas has apolo- 
gized to David B. Vaughan of the Board of Economic 
Warfare for publicly accusing him of being a spon- 
sor of the American League for Peace and Democ- 
racy, a Communist “front organization.” On inves- 
tigation, Dies found that Vaughan had nevex been 
associated with any such group, and that he is “a 
splendid outstanding citizen and a conscientious 
public servant.”

CLOUD OVER A REFORM MEASURE. 

A cloud has been thrown over the one-house legis- 
lature movement by the discovery, in the office of 
the Secretary of State, of numerous apparent irregu- 
larities in the petitions to place this proposal on the 
ballot in the November election. As a result, the 
Secretary of State has been requested by the Attor- 
ney General’s department to withhold approval and 
official filing of the petitions. 

It is alleged that numerous names on the peti- 
tions appear to have been written in similar or 
identical handwriting; that two petitions are certi- 
fied as having been signed by voters of Columbia 
County (there is no such county in Missouri); that 
persons residing outside a county in which a peti- 
tion was filed were described as being voters of that 
county; that many names in one county have for 
postoffice addresses two non-existent places: and 
that various other guspicions are aroused by the 
petitions. . 

Some 85,000 signatures in all are affixed to the 
petitions, although only about 60,000 are needed to 
place the proposition on the ballot. It is necessary 
for these signatures to be so distributed as to con- 
stitute 5 per cent of the voters in each of two-thirds 
of the congressional districts as shown by the vote 
for Supreme Judge in the last general election. So 
that to keep the proposition off the ballot, it would 
be necessary to invalidate sufficient. signatures in 
certain districts to make the remaining ones fall 
short of legal requirements. 

Introduced as a reform measure, the  one-house 
legislature proposal should certainly be able to with- 
stand the strictest scrutiny as to compliance with 
law. Many of its supporters, we feel sure, would t® 
embarrassed and chagrined if this were not true, 
Moreover, the law makes it a felony to sign an 
initiative petition with any wut the signer’s own 
name, or to sign the petition more than once. Since 
the effect of such petitions may be to alter the Con- 
stitution of Missouri, their regularity is as impor- 
tant as the laws governing the ballot box.

R. CHAIRMAN, I have listened and 
M read with interest from time to time 

the criticisms that have been made of 
this deliberative body in the press and else- 
where, My first conclusion, of course, is 
that criticism of Congress is salutary. I 
doubt very much whether we should feel 
too keenly about it, because, after all, it 
has been the record of the whole Republic. 


Let us go back to 1837, the year of the 
first major depression in the life of the 
Republic. Martin Van Buren was then 
President. On the Senate side you found 
such statesmen as Clay, Webster, Benton 
and Calhoun. Serving in this body were 
men like John Quincy Adams, 


It is interesting, then, to observe what 
people and the press had“to say of dis- 
tinguished statesmen who are held up to 
us for precept and example, It is interest- 
ing to see what the comments were at the 
time. One appeared March 14, 1837, in the 
New York Herald, Speaking of the depres- 
sion, it said: 


What, then, is the cause? It is wholly pro- .

spirit of Congress, 


On March 25, 1837, the Baltimore Re- 
publican had this to say: 


A more weak, bigoted, persecuting, and in- 
tolerant set of instruments of malice and every 
hateful passion, were never assembled in a legis- 
lative capacity in any age or any land. 


I do not know of anything worse that 
could be said about a deliberative body.

Man Indicate Previous Ac- 
count Was Erroneous. 


After more than three months of 
suspense caused by an unofficial 
report that their son had been 
killed ‘in action April 22 in the 
Australian theater of, war, Mr. and 


Mrs. Bertram A. Marsden ;of 
Jerseyville, Ill., have received con- 
vincing proof the report was er- 
roneous, in three letters he wrote 
after the date of his supposed 
death. 

Two of the letters from the son, 
Pvt. Bertram A. Marsden Jr., were 
written in May and the third was 
written June 6, and postmarked 
from New Caledonia, where he had 
arrived two days before. All three 
messages, because of delays in 
transmission, arrived Wednesday, 
and they were the first word from 


the soldier since receipt, April 22, 


of a letter dated last Feb. 20. 

Shortly before the letters arrived 
Wednesday, however, Mr. and Mrs. 
Don Smith of Jerseyville informed 
the Marsdens that letters received 
from their two sons, Dale and Carl, 
also in the Pacific war zone, re- 
lated the brothers had seen Pvt. 
Marsden pass their station shortly 
before they wrote. They sent their 
parents the information in re- 
sponse to a letter from home ask- 
ing if they knew whether Marsden 
had been killed, wounded or was 
well. The Smith boys commented 
that “we just saw Pvt. Marsden 
pass on a truck, and he is a pretty 
lively dead man.” 

The letter from young Marsden 
dated June 6 informed his parents 
he could tell them little about con- 
ditions, but that he was all right, 
and “everything is O.K.”, The report 
of his death was received first by 
his wife in Tennessee, from a mem- 
ber of his company, and followed a 
cablegram that he had been in a 
hospital. The wife informed the 
senior Marsdens of the reported 
death of their son, but official con- 
firmation was received. On May 
27 the War Department notified 
the parents that Pvt. Marsden was 
alive and stationed outside the con- 
tinental United States, increasing 
their hope he was still alive.

HE need for planes, guns, tanks and ships, for men and muni- 
tions, is obvious. There can be no one so blind as not to realize 
it. Far less obvious, and therefore far less accepted, is the 
that an offensive foreign policy will not only shorten the war, 
will also prepare conditions abroad for the peace settlement upon 
which hinges the destiny, not only of this nation but of our entire 


planet. 


There are, no doubt, obstacles 
in the way of an all-out diplomatic 
offensive. It will be difficult to 
reach the masses of Japan. The 
masses of Italy are hardly in need 


jof a major effort of this kind— 
they long for peace at any price 


anyway. That leaves Germany as 
the most important target for a 
major political offensive on our 
part, Resolved, therefore, that the 
United States adopt a policy for 
Germany. 

What are the premises from 
which such an aggressive operation 
can be undertaken? Why is it of 
such importance to lose no time in 
starting it? The recent articles 
of Hitler’s brain-truster, Joseph 
Goebbels, Ph. D., published in his 


latter-day mouthpiece Das Reich,’ 


answers these questions. 

For one thing, Goebbels tells the 
German people time and again that 
if they lose this war, they will lose 
everything, including their shirts. 
The more the Germans accept this 
view, the more fanatical a fight-to- 
the-finish spirit will prevail among 
the German civilians, not to men 
tion the German army. 


Offensive of Ideas. 

It ought to be our task to give 
the German people, preferably by 
short-wave radio relayed from En- 
gland over long-wave stations, at 
least a general idea of the mini- 
mum they will not lose. More 
than that, the incalculable benefit 
they would derive from wiping out 
the Nazn party ought to be pointed 
out to them in tangible terms, fi- 
nancial and economic. Enough 
statistics are available to convince 
the Germans of that. 

But man does not live by bread 
alone. The ideological attack upon 
the German mind promises even 
richer rewards. On what lines 
could such an offensive of ideas be 
undertaken? Let it be noted in 
passing that in approaching this 
question the Government has so 
far failed to take advantage of one 
enormous asset—the numbers of 
men and women now living in this 
country who are familiar With con- 
ditions in the Reich, Anti-Fascist 
aliens could contribute heavily to 
an energetic campaign to show the 
German people what can be gained 
by throwing off the Hitler yoke. 

The Atlantic Charter is an obvi- 
ous basis to start with, but it is too 
vague a document to serve as an 
answer to the average German’s 
constant question: what will hap- 
pen—not to the world at large, but 
to Germany—if and when defeat 
comes? Far more concrete and far 
more precise statements of policy 
are needed, statements which 
would amount to an outright dec- 
laration as to what constituted the 
German policy of this country. 


U. S. Can’t Afford to Wait. 

It may perhaps be said that this 
is a matter for all of the United 
Nations to deal with. But we have 
no time to wait on international 
conferences. The war must be 
fought here and now—and a vital 
sector of the war is that fought 
with the ideological weapons we 
have so far neglected. The United 
States cannot afford to wait until 
all of the United Nations can agree 
on a policy for Germany. We must 
adopt our own policy now, and use 
it vigorously as a weapon of war. 

One of our allies, Russia, does 
have a well-formulated policy for 
Germany. Russia is a federation 
of Socialist states, and Russia can 
offer the German people member- 
ship in that federation, just as Lat- 
via, Lithuania, Estonia and Mol- 
davia were organized as Soviet re- 
publics in 1940. 
-It is unpardonable that this is 
the only tangible offer made so far 
to the people of Germany. For 
although millions of Germans voted 
the Communist ticket in 1933, and 
although the Communist party 
maintains the strongest under- 
ground organization in Germany 
today, we must remember that it 
is against just such a movement 
that the Nazis have steadily in- 
doctrinated the German people 
ever since they came to power. A 
majority of Germans might still 
prefer a Nazi government to a 
Communist one, if they had to 
choose between them. It is up to 
us to start working on a program 
that would provide a third alter- 
native. 
‘Up to Us.’ 

We who have so far sacrificed 


fact 


but 


far less than Russia has in the 
struggle against Hitler can ‘scarce- 
ly object to Moscow's efforts to 
win the war by using Russian 
ideology as a weapon. No matter 
what the weapons used, our com- 
mon goal is to win the war. And 
if we can help to win it by means 
of a new weapon, an American 
policy for Germany, then we shall 
benefit not only ourselves but all 
our allies, including Russia. 

Thus it is high time to come for- 
ward with more concrete proposals 
than the Atlantic Charter contains. 
China cannot make such proposals. 
England cannot make them, since 
every German realizes that she 
would be unable to put through 
any peace program without Amef- 
ican consent. So it is up to us. 

Any effort made by the United 
States would obviously have to 
hold out to the Germans the 
chance of eventual self-government 
along democratic. lines. ‘ 
Re-education for Democracy. 

A transitional period of German 
re-education for democracy under 
strict political supervision by the 
Allied powers would be unavoid- | 
able. Many Germans would feel 
that the abysmal chaos of Ger- 
many after the collapse of Nazism 
might render a benevolently neu- 
tral army of occupation a veritable 
blessing. Such occupation would 
guarantee the economic and po 
litical stability which would be 
absolutely necessary during the 
slow process of Germany’s re-edu- 
cation. 

On the economic side, Germany’s 
immense productive facilities could 
be used for peacetime purposes. 
With proper supervision the eco- 
nomic rehabilitation of Germany 
need not again be followed by a 
political upheaval. 

Economic freedom at once, po- 
litical freedom along democratic 
lines as soon as feasible — that 
would be the American offer to 
the German people. 

Some such specific program, 
translated into concrete detail, is 
urgently needed. If democracy is 
as hesitant to take the ideological 
offensive as it has been in the past 
to take the military offensive, the 
most likely consequence will be a 
prolonged war, and, even in case of 
victory, a dubious peace whose out- 
come we cannot forecast.
